1) ang RSI setting is 30 

2) RSI70 is parabolic level, thus kapag rsi 70 ang above, consider na at parabolic 
status po. Parabolics live in a high RSI environment. 

3) yun PHR which means parabolic high risk is nag ooccur lang if both rsi daily and 
weekly are in parabolic status with the following condition 

a) if rsi daily > rsi weekly 

b) if both rsi = > 80 then extreme PHR 

4) PHR suggest parabolic run should be treated cautiously 

5) extreme PHR suggest parabolic in "toppish condition" 

BBand setting 50 period with 0.20 standard deviation

Parabolic - Parabolic Uptrend Stock 

A stock moves parabolic at the end of extreme uptrends, and is seen when panic 
buying sets in and prices are driven vertical During a parabolic uptrend, there is 
almost a complete absence of sellers, which creates a vacuum of buying. This 
occurs only in momentum stocks as traders rush to just get into the stock 
regardless of price, in fear of being left behind Parabolic moves can make the 
largest price moves in the shortest amount of time, but are dangerous places to 
buy stock when you overstay your welcome. When a stock moves parabolic, it 
often marks the end of a move with prices not returning to the ultimate highs 
again for a long time

Definition of Parabolic Move 


What is the definition of the term "parabolic move"? What does the term "parabolic 
move" mean? 

The term "parabolic move" is derived from the mathematical term "parabola". 

If you have Googled the term "parabola", then you have 
probably seen a picture of what a "parabola" looks like. 

Now apply this to a stock chart, and you are witnessing 
what is called a "parabolic move". 

In a "parabolic move", a stock starts going up. Buying 
interest increases dramatically, sending the stock into 
orbit The stock is basically moving up in a straight line, 

"parabola".

Whe n prices arc upward at ever-increasing speed, they form a parabolic curve, which 
should cause us to feel ever-increasing caution. With parabolic moves we never know 
when the final top will arrive because of the frenzy of buying driving the move, but we 
know tha t vertical moves cannot be sustained, and ultimately we can expect that the 
parabolic will collapse, with prices falling as quickly as they advanced. 


Conclusion: Parabolic up moves are exciting to ride, b ut there is the almost certain 
danger that the rocket will run out of fuel, resulting in a rapid collapse of prices. Trying to 
pick the final top for this kind of move could be hazardous to one's health, but bein^ 
aware of the potential danger can be useful in managing positions. 


Examples : 
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Senyor Spyfrats calls the end of Parabolic Run as "Parabolic Burst" 
when RSI level falls below 70 level. 


Moreover, these are the stocks below that are still in PHR "Parabolic high Risk Level" 
In my observation, if the stock just recently reached PHR level, it is a good buy 
And this might give considerable profit in the short span of time. 

But again still be careful about the dangers of PHR if the current price is far 
from the registered PHR price level.
